OOO bu ild in g u n d er certain con d ition s. 
On e of the requ isites of the ben efac­ 
tor is that the city to which he giv es 
a library show their in terest an d good 
In ten tion by agreein g to fu rn ish a site 
an d main tain it, on ce it is establish 
ed . 
To d o this, it wou ld cost the j 
local corporation approx imately $2000 ' 
an n u ally , which wou ld come in the 
n atu re of a special tax lev y of abou t 
on e mill on the hu n d red d ollars worth 
of property .

J acobs Creek, Pa., Dec. 2D.—An ex ­ 
plosion of g as in the Darr mine of the 
Pittsburg Coal company , located here, 
entombed between 2 0 0 and 25 0 miners 
and there fs scarcely a ray of hope 
that a sing le one of them will be taken 
from the mine aliv e. 
Partially wreck­ 
ed building s in the v icinity of the mine 
and the condition of the few bodies 
found early in the rescue work, indi­ 
cate an ex plosion of such terrific force 
that it seems impossible that any one 
could hav e surv iv ed it. 
All of the 
bodies taken out up to this time are 
terribly mutilated and sev eral of them 
are headless. 
This is the third mine disaster since 
the first of the month in the v eins of 
bituminous coal 
underly ing western 
Pennsy lv ania and West Virg inia, for 
the Naomi mine near Fay ette City and 
the two mine3 at Monong ah, W. Va., 
in which the earlier ex plosions hap­ 
pened, are in the same belt as the 
local working s. 
This catastrophe swells the number 
of v ictims of deadly mine g as for the 
nineteen day s to between 5 5 0 and 6 00. 
That this disaster does not equal or 
ev en surpass in loss of life and attend­ 
ant horrors the one in West Virg inia 
is due to the dev otion to church du­ 
ties of a considerable number of the 
miners. 
In observ ance of the church 
festiv al many of the more than four 
hundred men reg ularly employ ed at 
the mine did not g o to wmrk y esterday . 
Those who escaped throug h this rea­ 
son are members of the Greek Cath­ 
olic church, and they suspended work 
to celebrate St. Nicholas day . 
The first outward intimation of the 
ex plosion 
was 
an 
awful 
rumbling 
sound, followed immediately by a loud 
report and a concussion that shook 
nearby building s and was felt within 
a radius of sev eral miles. At the same 
time there came out of the mouth of 
the mine an immense cloud of dense 
smoke and dust that floated across the 
Youg hiog heny riv er. Intuitiv ely ev ery ­ 
one in the v icinity knew what had 
happened, and all started for the one 
place, the mouth of the mine. 
The 
riv er separates the mine and homes 
of many miners, so that only a portion 
of those who started for ,the scene 
were able to reach it, there being 
scant facilities for crossing the stream. 
To those who could not cross the wa- 
ter, the smoke and dust pouring from 
the mine’s mouth told a story of seeth­ 
ing flames hack in the working s, and 
from this source came reports that 
were persistent for some hours that 
the mine was burning . 
The v entilating fans w'ere kept in 
operation almost without interruption, 
howev er, the power plant hav ing with­ 
stood the force of the ex plosion, and 
up to this time the rescuers hav e 
found no fire any place in the mine. 
As far ns known only one man who 
went to work y esterday escaped. 
J o­ 
seph Mapleton, a pumper, emerg ed 
from one of the side entries shortly 
after the ex plosion. 
He had left the 
part of the mine where most of the 
men w’ere working and was on the way 
to the eng ine room for oil. 
“ I was in entry 2 1.” said he, “ when 
1 heard an awful rumbling . 
I started 
toward the entry , but the nex t instdnt 
I was blinded and for a little time I 
did not know any thing . 
Then I g ot 
to the side entry and worked my way 
out.” 
Mapleton was somewhat cut and 
bruised, but after g oing home and hav ­ 
ing his injuries dressed, he returned 
to the mine and joined the rescuing 
parties. 
William Kensing ton, superin­ 
tendent of the mine, was not at the 
mine when the ex plosion occurred, and 
he quickly org anized rescuing parties 
and started one force of twenty -fiv e 
men with reliefs at short interv als, in 
the main entry , and a similar force at 
a side entry . It is hoped to reach the 
g reater part of the v ictims throug h the 
latter. 
So far little trouble has been 
encountered on account of g as or lack 
of air by the rescuers. While the offi­ 
cials and the rescuers hav e only the 
fa intest hope that any of the men may 
be liv ing , all work is being carried on 
upon the theory that some may hav e 
found places of safety , and ev ery point 
of the w orking s will he ex plored at the 
earliest possible moment. 
The main office of the company is in 
Pittsburg , and immediately upon re­ 
c eip t of the news of the ex plosion the 
officers hurried to the mine and are 
leading and directing the rescue w’ork. 
About 1,5 00 feet from the mouth of 
the mine a heav y fall of room was en­ 
countered by the rescuers. 
It is be­ 
liev ed that most of the men will he 
found nearly a mile and a half bey ond 
this point. 
How long it will require 
to remov e enoug h of the fallen room 
to make a passag e to this remote 
working s can only be conjectured, as 
it depends upon how often these falls 
are met with.

rendering “ Ma gnifica t a mina mia Dom* 
inum” (my soul doth 
ma gnify the 
Lord.) 
The Ma gnifica t wa s composed 
in very ea rly times. 
It wa s intro­ 
duced into the western churches by 
Ca esa rius of Arles, a nd a t the time of 
Gregory the Grea t it wa s sung every 
da y in Rome a t vespers, 
it ha s been 
tra nsla ted into ma ny la ngua ges a nd 
ha s 
been 
reta ined 
by 
Protesta nt 
churches. 
It is oue of ma ny sublim e 
Christma s 
songs 
a nd 
brea thes a 
Christma s spirit “tha t ma y well be a n 
inspira tion to a ll Christia ns a t this sea - 
» son of the yea r. 
Song ha s ever been 
a ssocia ted with the birth of Christ. 
When lie wa s born in Bethlehem of 
J uda ea a hea venly host sa ng, “ Glory to* 
God In the Highest.” a nd with every 
recurrence of the a nniversa ry of H is 
birth ea rthly hosts, a nd perha ps a lso* 
hea venly ones—who knows?—celebra te* 
the event iu song.

21. — Seldom, If 
ev er, in its history , has the city wit­ 
n essed su ch a g ran d an d solemn cer­ 
emon y as that which marked the fu ­ 
n eral of Kin g Oscar. 
Althou g h the 
weather was bitterly cold, the en tire 
popu lation of Stockholm an d thou ­ 
san ds of v isitors from the cou n try 
stood bareheaded, silen t an d sorrowfu l 
alon g the lin e of procession to catch 
a last g limpse of the casket con tain ­ 
in g all that remain ed of their belov ed 
kin g . Traffic throu g hou t the city an d 
in the harbor had 
been prohibited 
sin ce early morn in g , an d with the ex ­ 
ception of the tollin g bells, an occa­ 
sion al hu m of v oices an d a clash of 
arms as the soldiers lin in g the rou te 
of the fu n eral corteg e took u p their 
position s, hardly a sou n d cou ld be 
heard. 
There was n ot ev en the clat­ 
ter of horses’ hoofs or the ru mble of 
wheels to distu rb the qu iet solemn ity 
of the occasion , the roadway from the 
palace to the Riddarholm chu rch, the 
bu rial place of the kin g s of Sweden , 
hav in g been cov ered a foot deep with 
fir twig s. 
Ev ery hou se alon g the 
rou te was draped from the g rou n d to 
the eav es with crepe an d ev en the 
color of the u n iforms of the soldiers 
was deaden ed by this u n iv ersal mark 
of mou rn in g . 
The erau lettes of the 
officers were cov ered with black. The 
half-masted flag s likewise were draped 
with crepe an d streamers of the same 
sombre 
material 
hu n g 
across 
the 
streets at frequ en t in terv als. 
The procession in clu ded some 2,000 
person s, amon g them bein g Gu stav , 
the n ew kin g of Sweden , the kin g of 
Den mark, the Swedish prin ces an d 
prin cesses an d the ambassadors repre­ 
sen tin g foreig n mon archies. 
Charles 
H. Grav es, the American min ister, as 
the special represen tativ e of Presiden t 
Roosev elt, was g iv en a place of hon or 
immediately followin g Kin g Gu stav . 
The qu een of Sweden an d the qu een 
of Den mark drov e to the chu rch, bu t 
the dowag er qu een of Sweden , widow 
of Kin g Oscar, was prev en ted by ill­ 
n ess from atten din g the fu n eral. 
The procession was headed by the 
n u rses who had atten ded the kin g in 
his last illn ess, an d ju st behin d the 
hearse, 
which 
was 
drawn 
by six 
horses, 
was Kin g Oscar’s 
fav orite 
horse, led by an atten dan t. Kin g Gu s­ 
tav was g reatly affected an d he wept 
bitterly as he passed throu g h the 
crowded streets. 
As the fu n eral procession en tered 
the chu rch the org an an d the orches­ 
tra play ed Hay dn ’s mag n ificen t dirg e, 
an d as the casket was carried u p the 
g ran d aisle by a n u mber of sailors, ac­ 
compan ied by the aides-de-camp of the 
late sov ereig n , ev ery ey e in the con ­ 
g reg ation was filled with tears. 
The 
casket was placed on a rostru m in the 
chan cel an d ov er it there hu n g a hu g e 
cross, forty feet hig h, of g as jets, with 
a trian g u lar sig n of the Holy Trin ity 
in the cen ter. 
The fu n eral oration 
w'as deliv ered by the Bishop of Lu n d, 
who spoke of Kin g Oscar’s philan ­ 
thropy an d his dev otion an d affection 
as a father an d hu sban d.

Terre Haute, Ind., Dec. 20—Clar­ 
ence E. Perry, manager of the Inde­ 
pendent Loan company, was arrested 
on the charge of embezzlement pre­ 
ferred by Dr. George E. Dickerson, 
who furnished the money with which 
to establish a chattel mortgage busi­ 
ness, Perry to act as manager.

Perry came here several years ago 
as manager of a newly established 
company.

to furnish financial backing for the 
company.

spending much money. 
Recently he 
was arrested for rowdyism, but es­ 
caped prosecution through influential 
friends. 
He married a year ago. 
He 
entered a plea of guilty in the city 
court and his case was teken under 
advisement by Judge Fortune.

Indianapolis, Dec. 20.—John C. Bill- 
heimer, auditor of state, said today 
that he had received no definite in­ 
formation in regard to the assets and 
liabilities of the private banks at 
Goodland, Ambia and Fowler, owned 
by Daniel P. Baldwin of Logansport 
and William H. Dague of Fowler, 
which were ordered closed Wednes­ 
day. 
However, he has received word 
from all of the examiners in charge 
of the different banks that they are 
doing everything possible to ascertain 
the exact financial conditions of the 
different institutions. 
Investigation of these three banks 
has attracted attention to a weakness 
in the private hanking law enacted by 
the last legislature. 
One section of 
this law prohibits any officer of a pri­ 
vate bank from borrowing money from 
the bank in any sum greater than 30 
per cent of the capital stock. 
When 
the private banking bill was drafted It 
was made to prohibit the borrowing, 
either by an officer or an owner, of 
any sum greater than 30 per cent of 
the capital stock. 
The word owner 
was stricken out. so that there is ne 
law which prohibits the owner of a 
• bank from borrowing more than 30 
per cent of the capital stock. 
Attention was attracted to this fea­ 
ture of the law when it was discovered 
that the articles of agreement of the 
banks in question at Fowler, Ambia 
and Goodland had been amended, the 
amendment providing that Mr. Bald­ 
win and Mr. Dague should relinquish 
their positions as officers of the banks, 
and that the only officer of the bank 
should be a cashier. 
This action was taken in October. 
Previous to that time Mr. Baldwin was 
president of each of the banks and 
Mr. Dague w*as cashier of the bank 
at Fowler and vice president of the 
other two. 
Technically, neither of 
these men who borrowed large sums 
of money from the banks would be 
guilty of violating that section of the 
law which prevents borrowing sums in 
excess of 30 per cent of the capital 
stock. 
It is recalli d now that it was the 
private banking interests that opposed 
this section of the law as it wras orig­ 
inally drafted, and it was largely due 
to their influence that the section was 
amended so as to apply only to officers 
of such banks. 
It develops now* from the investiga­ 
tion of the affairs of the Bank of Fow­ 
ler that the institution had not a dol­ 
lar on hand when 
the doors were 
closed. 
Word from Fow*lor says that 
little local interest has been shown in 
the failure of 
the Bank of Fowler. 
Some of the business men say the 
event had been expected for two or 
three years; that they knew that Bald­ 
win & Dague were tied up in Arkansas 
land and could not let loose. The pol­ 
icy of the bank for the last four years 
caused business men to be cautious. 
It off» red 6 »or cent interest for time 
deposits and the money thus acquired 
is believed to have been dumped into 
the Arkansas sink hole. The fact that 
the bank was off< ring such a high rate 
of interest and that there was general 
knowledge of the Arkansas land deal 
cut the business of the bank down to 
the minimum.
